Slates Medical 
Course 

The Lake County Civil Dc 
fense, Lake County Health 
Department, and the Lake 
County Superintendent of 
Schools office arc sponsoring 
a medical self-help course 
at Antioch Township High 
School beginning Tuesday, 
Nov. 13, 7-0 p.m., it was an- 
nounced today by Mr. Rich- 
ard W. Miller, Director of 
the Lake County Civil De- 
fense Unit. . 

The medical self-help train- 
ing course is a basic informa- 
tion scries taught for the pur- 
pose of affording individuals 
with Information necessary 
to take care of medical needs 
for a period up to two weeks. 
This two-week period would 
be during time of an emer- 
gency when no professional 
medical assistance would be 
available to the family. For 
this reason, the course goes 
a great, deal further than 
basic first aid. 

Each student receives ref- 
erence text and resource doc- 
uments. The formal train- 
ing course includes academic 
training sessions on radio- 
active fallout and shelter 
preparation, sanitation and 
vermin control, emergency 
water and food supplies, 
shock, bleeding and bandag- 
ing, artificial respiration, 
splinting, transportation of 
the injured, nursing care of 
the sick and wounded, and 
emergency childbirth. 

Mr. Wilier said that it Is 
of the utmost importance that 
one member of each family in 
Lake County be trained in 
medical self-help. Additional 
information about this course 
may be secured by contacting 
the Lake County Civil De- 
fense office at the Sheriff's 
radio station in Libcrtyvillc, 
EM 2-3003. or by calling the 
Director of Antioch Township 
High School's Adult Evening 
Classes.

-Patrons, 'but < most specif l- 
maily, manufacturers of en- 
velopes and ; mailer 'firms 
should start ^planning; .now 
for the changes In mailing 
procedures which will go In- 
to effect on ^January. 1, 1063. 
These changes are the- first 
step towards mail standard- 
ization, and will eliminate [a 
major .source of delay in mail 
processing ithc extremely 
small and odd kinds of mail 
which cause trouble in mo- 
dern cancelling machines and 
other postal mechanization 
equipment.. Two of the new 
rulings are mandatory— two 
arc recommended, j 

The two Mandatory stand- 
ards arc: 

A. Pieces less than 3 
inches In width (height) or 
4'/i inches in length will not 
be mailable. 

B. Pieces having shapes 
other than rectangular (4 
right : angles) will be non- 
mailable. 

The . two recommended 
standards are: 

A. Pieces having a ratio 
of height to length of Jess 
tliah I to 1:414 (i to the 
square root of 2) are not 
recommended. 

B, Pieces which are not 
scaled or secured on all four 
edges so that thoy may be 
handled by machines are not 
recommended. 

These new standards are 
being adopted so that prog- 
ress can be made in the de- 
velopment of economical mail 
handling machinery. 

Mail processed by ma- 
chines must be consecutively 
passed through automatic 
culling, facing-cancelling, and 
sorting devices at machine 
speeds. Each piece is re- 
peatedly stacked, de-stacked, 
transported by roll and belt 
conveyors, free-fallen, and 
gated. Envelopes, double 
post cards, and self mailers 
with loose flaps and unsealed 
edges interleave with other 
mail and cause frequont jams 
in the equipment resulting in 
damaged mail and time-con- 
suming delays.

SPARS Anniversary 

CLF.VELAND, Ohio — Con- 
trary to tradition, on Nov. 23 
at least 11,000 women will 
have to admit their age. 
This is the date : that the 
SPARS, the Women's Reserve 
or the United States Coast 
Guard, will celebrate its 20th 
anniversary. 

The event will be marked 
throughout the nation on the 
following evening, witlt birth- 
day parties in three major 
cities. The Mid-West (2nd, 
tttli and flih Coast Guard Dis- 
tricts) will have an informal 
dinner party in St. Louis on 
Saturday, Nov. 24. Similar 
dinner parties wiil be held 
in New York City and Long 
Beach, Calif., on the same 
evening for persons residing 
on the coasts. 

The SPARS were founded 
Nov. 23, 1942, when the Pres- 
ident signed Public Law 773, 



which amended the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary and Reserve 
Act of 1041. so as "to expe- 
dite the war effort by pro- 
viding for releasing officers 
and men for duty at sea and 
their replacement by women 
in the shore establishment of 
the Coast Guard." 

The first head of the 
SPARS was Captain Dorothy 
C. Stratton, who suggested 
the Women's Reserve of the 
Coast Guard be named 
SPARS. She coined the title 
from the first letters of Coast 
Guard's famous fighting mot- 
to and Its English transla- 
tion: "Semper Paratus — Al- 
ways Ready."

As the Illinois Chapter 
of the Nature Conservancy 
says, in a letter to its' iridin- 
ers (of which I am one), "We 
face a grave emergency in tho 
preservation of natural areas. 
We stand at the very last 
moment In history when U 
will be possible tosave such 
places. What nas 'BcWn ■ sfcf 
aside and what we save in the. 
next few years will bo all the 
natural land that, will remain 
in the future. There will 
never be another chance."' 

There Is a small group on 
the Board of Commissioners 
which by Its actions shows 
real concern for the Forest 
Preserve District; but the ma- 
jority gives the impression of 
being almost opposed to it. 
Cannot we demand that they 
carry out the will of -the peo- 
ple—our will?

Mulching will save some 
perennial flowering plants 
from winter killing and Will 
prevent Injury to most per- 
ennials according to Lee 
Smith, Kenosha County Hor- 
ticultural agent, The use of 
straw, marsh hay, dry leaves, 
corii stalks or overgrcens are 
the most common mulches. 

The value or the mulch Is 
in the prevention of alter- 
nate freezing and thawing 
which comes in. late winter 
and early spring. This acy 
tion would damage ' the roots 
and the crown of the plant. 

Smith, said mulches that 
are applied after the, ground 
Is frozen are less likely to 
attract rodents. The mulch 
is removed in the spring 
after the soil has thawed out, 
but before plant growth be- 
gins. 

'A two or three inch mulch 
is sufficient protection for 
the hardy herbaceous peren- 
nials and spring flowering 
bulbs. 

Somo .plants keep their 
leaves green over winter, 
such as: Foxgloves, Canter- 
bury Dells, and Oriental 
poppies. A direct mulch 
over these may smother 
them. A berry box or ever- 
green brandies, placed over 
these plants and then mulch- 
ed will prevent smothering. 

After a .killing frost, a 
mound of soil about eight to 
twelve inches high is placed 
around the center of the 
chrysanthemum plants. When 
the soil freezes, the stems 
arc cut off about 12 inches 
above tho soil and a mulch 
is applied. 

Soil is also used to protect 
the hybrid tea roses and after 
this soil freezes, tlte mutch 
can be applied. 

Hybrid perpotuals, poly- 
anthas and florlbundas are 
handled somewhat the same 
as the hybrid teas. They are 
hardier than the hybrid teas. 
The canes of the hybrid per- 
potuals can be wrapped with 
burlap or heavy paper to 
protect them from the' sun 
and winds. 

Hardy climbers should be 
taken down from the trellis. 
The canes are tied together, 
and laid on the ground, peg- 
ged, then covered lightly with 
soil. Be careful to get the 
base of the plant well pro- 
tected. 

Smith recommended that 
tree roses be protected by 
pulling them "uvei ■ on BUB 
side and covering with soil. 
This is done by digging under 
tho roots oi) one side until 
the plant can be pulled over 
without completely breaking 
all root connections with the 
soil. Then the entire plant is 
covered with several inches 
of soli.
